Arbitration Board

Monday 


Town of Coleman Asks for a 
Month in Which to Present 
Further Evidence. 


On Thursday and Friday, Feb. 
6 a nd 7, and again on Tuesday, 
Feb. 11, the Board of Public Util¬ 
ity Commissioners sat at Calgary 
to hear arguments *from the Town 
of Coleman and officials of the 
Coleman Light & Water Co. 

A great deal of evidence was 
produced by both sides and the 
Town has asked and been granted 
by Board /hairman G. A. Black- 
stock permission to submit any 
further evidence it may uncover 
within the next month. Following 
that deadline the Board will then 
hand down its decision as to what 
would be a fair purchasing price 
for the system to both parties. 

Once the judgment has been 
given -the council will go to the 
ratepayers and give them the op¬ 
portunity of eitl#tr approving or 
disapproving, of the purchase of 
the light and water system. 

An agreement exists at the pres¬ 
ent time between the company and 
despite their weakened condition. the Town of Coleman. 

Council is at liberty to impound 
the animals, feed and water them 
and after a certain time claim 
them and sell them.

ST. VICTOR, Sask.—This hamlet 
of about 80 residents, 10 miles from | 
the nearest railroad 


highway, is 
an oasis in the dry wheatlands of 
south central Saskatchewan. 

Two dams, built with the assist¬ 
ance of the Prairie Farm Rehabilita¬ 
tion Administration, provide a stream 
deep enough for swimming as well 
as water for orchards of plums, 
cherries and apples. Raspberries and 
strawberries also thrive here. 

But the most incongruous feature 
of St. Victor is that almost half the 
population is made up of men and 
women in their twenties.

Air Tragedies 

Day after day, month after 
month, reports of plane acci¬ 
dents the world over scream 
from the front pages of the 
dailv 1 newspapers. The mount, 
ing toll of violent deaths suf¬ 
fered in these accidents is re¬ 
acting on the leading air com¬ 
panies, particularly in the 
United States where passen¬ 
ger traffic is dropping sharply. 
Possibly the reason these ac¬ 
cidents are given such a big 
play is because of the promin¬ 
ent people involved. Air tra¬ 
vel is not so cheap that every¬ 
one finds himself financially 
able to travel by this means 
and thus it is that big busi¬ 
ness executives^people prom¬ 
inent in public life and the 
socially prominent are the. 
ones more often involved in 
these disasters. 

What causes these accidents? 
Is it atmospheric conditions, 
poor plane construction, pilots 
too hurriedly trained, oyer¬ 
loading or is it due to the fact 
that air travel is increasing 
to the extent that the air ac¬ 
cidents are happening mere 
frequently and are being more 
sharply focused to public 
scrutiny? 

Possibly a curb could be 
placed on the number of ac¬ 
cidents by an increased staff 
of government inspectors who 
answer to no one but the gov¬ 
ernment and because of this 
can do a proper job examin¬ 
ing all aircraft and grounding 
all planes which they do not 
deem airworthy. 

Through all these disasters 
Trans Canada Airlines has 
come through without a blem. 
ish, possible due to well train- 
ed pilots who take no chances 
with the safety of their pas¬ 
sengers and mechanics who 
test their olanes with minute 
detail. TCA is to be congratu¬ 
lated on its record. 


The important meeting of 
the Civic Centre is to be held 
to-morrow night.

Require Concerted Effort

year they will have to take 
concerted action in bringing 
before the Hon. W.A. Fallow 
the urgency in getting this 
road brought up to modern 
standards. 

Coleman Board of Trade 
has been fighting the motor¬ 
ists battle for months but 
needs support from motorists 
and business men if its fight 
is to bffa successful one. Mr. 
Fallow’s reply to the letter 
sent by the bbard has been 
noncommittal. 

Spring will be with us in a 
few weeks. Cars will be mov¬ 
ing more freely. If the roads 
are paved the motorist saves 
on Kis operating expenses and 

temper. If the roads are pav¬ 
ed then the trickle of tourists 
will turn into a flood as one 
tells the other of road condi¬ 
tions. Tourist traffic is bene¬ 
ficial to the merchant and the 
province as a whole.

The 
best time is to start now be¬ 
fore the year’s estimates are 
passed. 

Freedom to Broadcast 

The recent action of the 
Minister of Public Works’in 
summarily denying further^ 
use of CKUA broadcasting 
station in Edmonton to the 
Alberta Educational Council 
can be considered neither 
warranted nor wise. This 
Council represents some 25 
rural and urban organizations 
which are supported by many 
thousands of citizens deeply 
concerned with declining ef¬ 
ficiency of Alberta schools. 
They have no political pur¬ 
poses except as all public ef¬ 
forts may ultimately come in 
conflict with people or organ¬ 
izations who wish things to 
remain as they are. Chief ob¬ 
jective ot this new provincial 
organization is to secure pro 
vincial aid for elementary and 
secondary education to 50% 
of its cost, in order that an 
adequate supply of able well- 
trained teachers may be ob¬ 
tained and held in the profes¬ 
sion. Education, as it is pur¬ 
veyed in many sections of the 
province through the Corres¬ 
pondence Branch of the De¬ 
partment of Education and 
through the 700 supervisors 
in schools, cannot but be re¬ 
garded as a makeshift, a sec¬ 
ond rate affair, a necessary 
evil. The Minister of Public 
Works, in closing off the use 
of CKUA to the Alberta Edu¬ 
cational Council because some¬ 
one was offended by their 
broadcasts, shows some una¬ 
wareness of the desire of a 
large proportion of Alberta 
citizens that these forms of 
instruction be abolished and 
that adequate money be pro¬ 
vided to maintain first class 
rural and urban schools i n 
this province.

Wing Dipped 

(Continued from Page 1) 

A breeze was blowing, and the 
plane came from the east into the 
wind. Visibility was good, and the 
weather warm. The driver of a 
Mannix company truck awaiting 
the plane, and Harry Boulton, 
Coleman, who was on a nearby 
road, witnessed the accident. 

Boulton, a forest ranger, who 
figured prominently in the search 
for an RjC.A.F. Dakota which 
crashed near Coleman in January, 
1946, later described the crash. 

Like Cardboard 

“I watched the plane circling. It 
was flying very low as it came 
around the field,” he said. “I had 
a premonition it was going to 
crash, then all of a sudden the 
wing touched a tree. When it 
went down I rushed over to see if 
I could help with any rescue 
work.” 

Another man who arrived short¬ 
ly after the crash described the 
aircraft as being “smashed like 
so much cardboard. The bank is 
steep and the snowdrifts heavy 
and it was difficult to get to the 
plane. The two men Who were 
thrown clear had to be lifted up 
by Mr. Boulton and the truck 
driver.” 

The removal of the two bodies 
from the cabin was complicated 
by the smashed condition of the 
plane and the drifted snow. 

The plane was a Mark V Anson, 
purchased from War Assets Cor¬ 
poration last fall. It was recon¬ 
verted at a cost of approximately 
$10,000 for civilian use, and had 
been in regular use by the com¬ 
pany. 

Dryden, Kramer and Spohn had

Kramer were stunnned (by news of 
his death. They said he was “an 
extremely good pilot” and had 
put in a considerable number of 
hours with the Anson, flying it 
north as far as the Dawson Creek 
country.

“Accidental Death With No Blame 
Attached To Anyone” Is Verdict of 
Coroner’s Jury Enquiring Into 
Death of Flyers 


Snow Drifted Fences Had Per¬ 
mitted Cattle to Walk Unmoles¬ 
ted On To Field; All Men Died 

As Result of Skull Fractures. 

A jury, under canore r Fred An- 
trobus, enquiring into Friday’s 
plane crash brought in a verdict 
of accidental death with no blame 
attached to anyone. They added a 
rider that the field be inspected 
daily instead of present practice 
of weekly inspections and that 
these daily reports be submitted 
to the proper office. 

The inquest was held Saturday 
morning when the bodies were 
viewed and identified. They were 
then released for burial and the 
inquest adjourned until Monday 
morning when examination of wit¬ 
nesses was made. Personnel of the 
jury included Donald McRae, fore¬ 
man, J. Anderson, H. Jones, D. 
Moores, F. Cocciolone and G. 
Rushton. 

The first witness called was 
James Welsh, a foreman of the 
Mannix Construction Co. He stated 
he had been a t the air field at 10 
a.m. to meet the plane. It came 
over, cattle were on the fiel^ and 
the flyers appeared to try to scare 
them off. The plane was above the 
trees as it came in for the third 
time when its right wing dipped 
suddenly and he heard a crash. He, 
along with Harry Bouliton, Forest 
Ranger, hurried to the crash, 
picked up the two bodies of Spohn 
and Moseson and placed them on 
the river bank. The doctor had 
been sent for. He left the .scene of 
the crash and went to the highway 
where he met the RCMP whom he 
guided to the scene. He estimated 6 
to 8 cattle were on the field. 
Spohn was still breathing when 
moved to the bank but Moseson 
was dead. He stated the plane was 
the right height to make a landing 
and that only a breeze was blow¬ 
ing at the time. The plane was 
constantly in his sight He believ¬ 
ed toe cattle at the south side of 
the field would have caused no 
trouble but those on the east side 
would have. 

Harry Harris, ambulance driver 
of Coleman Miners’ Hospital, told 
of his trip in the ambulance from 
the hospital to the scene of the ac¬ 
cident. He ha^ found Spohn still 
alive and had caused him to be 
placed on a stretcher, carried to 
toe ambulance and taken to the 


Dr. E. J. Liesemer told of admit¬ 
ting the injured Spohn to the 
hospital at about 11 ami. in- a 
dying condition and that practical¬ 
ly nothing could have been done 
for him. He suffered from a frac¬ 
tured skull as well as other in¬ 
juries. He was in the hospital 
three hours before he passd away. 
The doctor attributed death to a 
fractured skull. 

Dr. Hope Gill had gone to the 
scene of the accident and had 
found three of the four men there, 
Spohn having already been taken 
to hospital. He found two men in 
the plane, examined them and 
found no signs of life. He then 
examined Moseson on the river 
bank and also found him dead. 
Later examination revealed that 
all three men had died due to frac¬ 
tured skulls. 

Patrick Kilkenny, legal dept, of 
the Mannix Co. submitted a copy 
of toe Dept, of Transport’s certifi¬ 
cate of airworthiness of the plane. 
Pilot Kramer’s license was also 
submitted a ^ evidence. Witness 
also gave the official position of toe 
four deceased men in the Mannix 
Ct>. He also stated that an enquiry 
would be made into the crash by 
the Civil Aeronautical Assoc. 

Constable Wm. Shields, RCMP, 
told of being notified of toe acci¬ 
dent at 10:30 a.m. Friday. He pro¬ 
ceeded to the crash, meeting J. 
Welsh and Dr. Hope Gill enroute. 
He told of the plane’s position on 
the river bank and observing two 
bodies in the plane. His first at¬ 
tempts to remove them had met 
with failure. A truck equipped with 
a winch had been secured and the 
plane housing the two bodies was 
pulled up to where it could be 
worked upon more easily and toe 
two bodies released. Kramer still 
had the joy stick between Ms feet 
and legs. Took the bodies to Blair- 
more where upoft examinatien of 
the bodies Kramer's shattered 
watch had stopped at 8 Ms r 
past 10 a.m. 


Harry Boulton told of travelling 
back to Coleman. He saw the 
plane circling and also saw the 
plane only a short height above a 
passing freight train. He had 
driven down to the Mannix truck 
whiioj) was waiting on the plane 
landing and asked What the plane 
was doing. He had been told cattle 
were on the field and the pilot was 
trying to clear the field. He then 
noticed 7 or 8 cattle on the strip. 
The plane circled and came in over 
Fleming’s ranch from the east and 
it appeared to be manoeuvering 
nicely. All a t once the right wing 
tipped sharp) y to a 45 degree 
angle and went towards the earth 
very fast. Realizing ithat it might 
be a serious accident he sent one 
man back to Coleman to seek help 
while the others piled on to his 
truck and they made for (the 
crashed plane. Mr. Welsh failed to 
see anyone upon first examining 
the wreck. Boulton and Welsh then 
waded the river looking alongside 
the ice banks. Boulton then dug 
into the snow alongside the plane 
and uncovered a foot. Further 
search got a second man out of the 
snow. One of the men, Spohn, was 
still breathing and the two men 
were laid on the river bank on the 
opposite side from the crash. They 
then examined the plane and found 
two men with their heads below 
water. He considered the plane was 
being well and skillfully handled 
up to the time of the crash. 
Speaking on the fences Mr. Boul¬ 
ton stated some portions of them 
had been drifted] in so that cattle 
could have walked on to the field 
with no difficulty. 

Guy Fleming, rancher, told of 
seeing the plane but had paid little 
attention to it. On its bird circle 
he had seen one wing tip sharply 
and then heard a crash. He had 20 
head of cattle, most of which were 
in the bam. The few cattle on the 
air strip could have possibly been 
Ms. 

Herbert- McGillivray, dairy far¬ 
mer, had seen the plane from the 
moment it entered the area up 
until it crashed. On the first two 
sweeps over the field landing gear 
had not been down. It was down 
however on the third and fatal 
sweep. The plane seemed under 
control until the right wing sud¬ 
denly tipped and then it had plun¬ 
ged to earth. A strong breeze from 
the west had been blowing. He had 
reached the crash shortly after 
Boulton and Welsh and had helped 
Harris place Spohn on toe stretch¬ 
er. 

Wm. Liddell, Asst. Forest Ran¬ 
ger and formerly a Flight Engin¬ 
eer in the RCAF told Of watching 


the plane f ly over work being dene 
by Mannix Construction on West 
Canadian property north west of 
Blairmore, of seeing it head for toe 
Coleman airport and later flying 
over the town of Coleman before 
starting out a second time for toe 
airport. The plane was performing 
well when he last watched it. 

David Bouthillier, truck driver, 
resides half a mile from the air¬ 
port and is its official caretaker. 
He heard the plane but paid no 
particulai^tlerition to if as he 
was working in a barn. He came 
out once and noticed the plane. 
Later he heard the plane's motors 
open up very suddenly and then si¬ 
lence. He walked to toe highway to 
see if the plane landed. Seeing no 
plane he went d ! o wn to the airport, 
saw some people and asked wihat 
had happened. Since there was 
plenty help he went to the field 
and took the cattle off the strip. 
He .stated that the cattle belonged 
to Mr. Fleming. 

He submitted a weekly inspec¬ 
tion report to the Dept, of Trans¬ 
port on the field’s condition. His 
last report had revealed snow ran¬ 
ging from one inch to 16 inches 
in depth. He had inspected the field 
on the day of the accident and 
found pools of water in all its de¬ 
pressions and very soft, particu¬ 
larly so in some places. Snow had 
drifted in three places making it 
easy for cattle to walk unmolested 
on to the field. 

Following the submission of all 
evidence toe jury lost little time 
in bringing in their verdict.

Telephone Subscribers To Be Given 
Opportunity of Accepting Or 
Rejecting New Telephone System

Witfhiin the next few days a cir¬ 
cular letter is being sent out to 
all telephone subscribers in the 
Pass district setting forth a new 
telephone set-up and asking each 
subscriber to record his approval 
or disapproval of the newly pro¬ 
posed set-up. 

Here is the letter: 

The Department has under con¬ 
sideration the installation of auto¬ 
matic telephone exchanges at 
Blairmore including Frank, Belle¬ 
vue including Hillcrest, and at 
Coleman. Burmis, Maple Leaf and 
Passburg would be served by auto¬ 
matic party line connected to the 
Bellevue exchange. 

We would like to emphasize that 
this is a fairly long range pro¬ 
gram and it is estimated it will 
take two to three years to obtain 
the necessary equipment and es¬ 
tablish the service once it is de¬ 
cided to proceed. 

The principal automatic unit 
would be at Blairmore at which 
point long distance toll facilities 
and necessary operating staff will 
be located. Unattended, but entire¬ 
ly self-contained, satellite auto¬ 
matic exchanges would be estab¬ 
lished at Coleman and Bellevue. 
With very few exceptions every 
subscriber will have individual pri¬ 
vate line service and, if located 
within three-quarters of a mile of 
the exchange to which they are 

connected, will pay the following 
monthly rental rates:

With this improved and modem 
telephone service the Department 
Proposes to establish a tarriff for 
inter-office calls (Station to Sta¬ 
tion only) as follows: 

(1) Blairmore to Coleman or 
vice versa—5 cents for five 
minutes, plus 5 cents for each ad¬ 
ditional five minutes. 

_(2) Blairmore to Bellevue or 

vice versa—same as (1). 

(3) Coleman to Bellevue or vice 
versa—10 cents for five minutes, 
plus 10 cents for each additional 
five minutes. 

Before proceeding further the 
department is vitally interested in 
the reaction of our patrons to the 
proposed rates and particularly 
the inter-office tariff. It can be 
stated without question that the 
latter must form an essential part 
of the whole program, consequent¬ 
ly, we invite you to complete the 
lower part of this page, detach, 
and mail as directed.

The i mail service committee 
madte its report.

The proposed new telephone 
system was briefly discussed.

WHEREAS by By-Law No. 1 the 
Board of the Crows Nest Pass Muni¬ 
cipal Hospital District No. 40 of the 
Province of Alberta authorized the 
borrowing of the sum. of one hundred 
and eighty five thousand dollars by 
the issue of Debentures bearing in¬ 
terest at ithe rate of four per centum 
per annum, the whole being repay¬ 
able within a period of twenty years 
in the manner set forth in the said 
By-Law, the said sum to be used in 
acquiring a suitable site and the 
building, equipping and furnishing of 
a sixty bed hospital in furtherance of 
a scheme approved by the ratepayers 
of the said Hospital District; 

AND WHEREAS it has been ascer¬ 
tained that the aforesaid sum is in¬ 
sufficient to carry out the said 
scheme; 

AND WHEREAS it is necessary 
and desirable to borrow an additonal 
sum of $90,000.00 on the security of 
the said District, to consolidate 'the 
said sums into one sum of $275,000.00 
and to issue Debentures therefor in 
one consecutive issue bearing interest 
at the rate of 4% per annum, which is 
the amount of the debt intended to be 
created by .this By-Law;

OTTAWA.—The royal commission 
on coal sharply reduced estimates of 
Canada’s coal reserves, but soothed 
tha dismayed with the announcement 
that there should be enough for 
everybody for the next 27 centuries. 

The report said Canada possesses 
j about 99,000,000,000 tons of mineable 
coal or about 49,000,000,000 tons 
Which is recoverable. 

The' estimate, compiled by Dr. B. 
R. MacKay of the federal mines de¬ 
partment, was based on current level 
of production. 

His total worked out at less than 
10 per bent, of the only previous na- 
tion-wme estimate, one of 1,360,535,- 
000,000 tons made in 1913 which 
could not be considered an accurate 
estimate from the standpoint of 
practical mining.
